WHAT A RAILWAY UNB HAS DO?E FOR 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Some Facts and Statistics for Thoughtful 
Citizens—Gnawer to the Raid­ 
ers on Railroads. 


Below we present one of the letters cf protest 
and answer filed with and read before the Rail­ 
road Commissioners this week by General Manager 
A. N. Towne, of the Southern Pacific and Central 
Pacific Railroads. In the insane raid now beiog 
made upon lines of land transportation there has 
been such a flood of misrepresentation that it be­ 
hooves people who ara fair enough to hear both 
sides of % question to read what Mr. Towne has 
to say : 
8a5 Francisco, February 5, 18S3. 
Honorable Board of Railroid Commissioners— 
Gentlemen : In regard to the subject referred to, of 
the construction of railroads in the State of Califor­ 
nia and the benefits derived therefrom, and agree­ 
able to promise, I desire to say the testimony de­ 
rived from experience has led to the settled conclu­ 
sion that the construction and opera’ ion of railroads 
confer development upon the section of country 
served by them. 
I bad buppoeed this to be so fully admitted as to 
have passed beyond the realm of controversy long 
ago. From what was said at the last meeting, and 
from tbe reports of the proceedings of your honor­ 
able body, it appears that this common and well- 
established conclusion has been questioned, and the 
instance depended upon to support an opposite 
theory relates to the Southern Pacific Railroad sys­ 
tem in the San Joaquin valley, and the counties of 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino. 
I understand that it is alleged that the Southern 
Pacific system has not promoted the cieation of 
wealth or tji© 
SETTLEMENT OF POPULATION, 
Or the general welfare of the communities named. 
By this position there is raised an issue of fact which 
has induced me to institute a careful review of the 
evidences upon which the settled conclusions in 
favor of railroad building have been based. 
The facts herein presented ere from official 
sources. They are comparative statistics determi­ 
nate of conclusions fully establishing the high eco­ 
nomic value of railroad construction. 
Your attention is most respectfully called, first, to 
the comparative statistic data, and with your kind 
permission I will later on present in the most direct 
manner at my command the general considerations 
bearing upon this subject: 
RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. 
The Tulare V.lley Railroad, connecting Latbrop 
with Goshen, was constructed during the years 
1870-71. The extensions of that line were made 
as follows: Goshen to Tipton, finished June, 1S72; 
Tipton to Delano, finished Jane, 1873; Delano to 
Lerdo, finished June, 1874 ; Lerdo to Sumner, fin­ 
ished 1875 ; Sumner to Caliente, finished May, 1876 ; 
Caliente to Tehaehapi, finished June, 1876 ; Teha- 
chapi to Mojave, finished July, 1S7G; Mojave to S ad 
Fernando, finished September, 187C; San Fernando 
to Spidra, finished April, 1874 ; Spadra to San Gor- 
gonio, firishsd October, 1875; San Gorgonio to In­ 
dio, finished June, 187C ; Indio to Yuma, finished 
June, 1S77 ; from Goshen north to Hanford, finished 
December, 1876 ; from Hanford to Huron, finished 
Janu-.ry 1877; Los Angeles system connected with 
the San Francis o system September 5, 1876; road 
completed to Colorado river in 1877 ; Yuma to 
El Paso opened up to traffic May, 1881, and to New 
Orleans February 1,1883. 
From the foregoing it will be seen that Los An­ 
geles was connected with San Francisco September 
5, 1876. 
Through c mmunication between the 
cities of San Francisco and Los Angeles, therefore, 
had been established tu t six years. ~ Eastward con­ 
nections, via the A. T. and S. F. R. R., affording 
outle's for the products of Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, were established to Deming March, 1SS1 ; 
to El Paso, with the Texas and Pacific, January 1, 
1882, and to the Gulf of Mexico Fobruary 1,1883. 


BENEFITS TO PRODUCTS, 
From the time of the completion of the road to 
Yuma, the staple products of southern California 
were exported to Arizona, and with the further ex­ 
tension of the road to Tucson and the New Mexican 
line these products finding market in New Mexico. 
When the junction with the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad was effected a still broader area 
was opened up to the semi-tropical products of the 
southern portiou of this State. The differences of 
production between different pirts of the earth con­ 
stitute the basis of commercial exchange between 
them. The fruits and garden truck of Los Angeles 
ripened earlier in the season than the same products 
in the region lying east of the Sierra Nevada range 
and north of the thirty-fifth parallel. 


IN ILLUSTRATION: 
Potatoes, tomatoes, green peas, and other garden 
vegetables are obtainable in Los Angelos as early a9 
April, while these articles of fcol cannot be ob­ 
tained north of the thirty-fifth parallel before May, 
and in still further northern latitudes not before 
June and July. The rate of transportation between 
Southern California and the Northwestern States 
affords a profitable margin for the exportation of 
garden vegetables, while 35,000,000 of the people of 
the United States reside in latitudes where the 
tropical and eemi tropical products of Southern Cali­ 
fornia cannot be grown. 


THIS FACT 
Wilt confer upon Southern California psrinancnt 
and ready market for her products. Before the 
comp'etion of the railroad lines connecting the 
southern part of our State with the States and Ter­ 
ritories mentioned, there existed to a limited ex­ 
tent the production of fruit and wine in the counties 
of Log Angeles and San Bernardino, but the com­ 
pletion of the railroad in qnestion ha3 conferred 
upon that section a profitable market for lumber 
through the port of Wilmington, grain and all 
dairy, orchard and garden products, aDd has given 
an impetus to these industria which has conferred 
wealth upon that part of the State. 


INCREASE OF TAXABLE PROPERTY. 
That this is so, is further emphasized by the in­ 
crease of taxable property during the past ten 
years. In 1870 the tax roll of Los Angeles county 
showed the aggregate taxable property to be 
$6,918,074. In 1882 the tax-roll for that county 
showf d the aggregate taxable property to be $20,- 
975,188—an increase of over 300 per cent, in twelve 
years. The official figures show the hrger percent, 
of th ’B increase should be credited to the past five 
years. The same gratifying result is obta;ned by a 
comparison of the tax-roll for 1870 with that of 
1882 as relates to San Bernardino county. The 
figures are as follows:

Being a gain of over 300 per cent., and, as in the 
former ca»»c, over 60 per cent, of this gain may be 
credited to the period which has elapsed since the 
completion of the railroad system. Nor is 
THE OFFICIAL EXHIBIT 
Less satisfactory as relates to the counties in the San 
Joiquin valley. San Joaquin county, the wealthiest 
and most populous cf the San Joaquin valley coun­ 
ties, contained but $7,880,000 worth of taxable 
property in 1870, while the tax roll of 1SS2 show's 
$28,114.756 within that county. 
Like comparisons instituted relating to the other 
counties of the San Joaquin valley show like re­ 
sults ; as, for instance, the footings of the tax roll 
for Stanislaos county in 1870showed $3,423,808. The 
tax roll for 1882 foots up $10,620,719. being a gain of 
over 300 per cent. 
The same results are obtained by a comparison of 
the value of the taxable property between the years 
1870 and 1SS2 in the counties of San Bcrn&nlino, 
Merc; d, Fresno, Tulare and K ern; and for your 
better information the following tabular statement, 
obtaiued from the office of tbe Controller of State, 
is presented

ONE HUNDRED MILLIONS CF VALUE CREATED. 
The entire taxable property in Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino, San 
Joaquin, 
Merced, Stanislaus, 
Fresno, Tulare and Kern counties in 1860 aggre­ 
gated but $13,515, 631, cr over $7,000,000 less than 
the taxable property in Los Angeles county to day. 
Or, in other words, Los Angeles county to-day has 
50 per cent, more taxable property than the entire 
San Joaquin valley (including San Joaquin county 
itself, Los Angeles and San Bernardino counties) 
had in 18G0. 
The aggregate taxable property of these counties 
in 1870 amounted to $31,277,891, while the present 
aggregate value of the taxable property in the same 
counties foots up $91.610,593—annjicrease of over 300 
percent. These counties, therefore, have gained, 
since 1870, $60,332,700, the increase being about 
double the amount of the aggregate taxable prop­ 
erty for 1870. 
„ 
THAT THIS ENORMOUS INCREASE OF WEALTH. 
This gratifying evidence of prosperity, is due to the 
influence of railroad construction is fully established 
by the wsll known attendant tacts. The only out­ 
lets for the products of the San Joaquin valley prior 
to the building' of the railroads was by the way of 
the San Joaquin river to San Francisco. That river 
could not be profitably navigated beyond Fire- 
baugh’s Ftrry. In fact, the city of Stockton was 
practically the head of navigation upon that water­ 
course. 
But the establishment of railroad commu­ 
nication changed the character of the industries of 
the country from a region devoted to grazing to the 
profitable pursuits of agriculture and viticulture. 
The statistics of the couuty of Kern present no 
record of taxable property in the year I860. In the 
year 1870 the aggregate value r>f taxable property 
in that county amounted 10 $1,974,856, while in 1882 
the taxable property reaches the sum of $5,421,691 
—an increase of 250 per cent. 
Presen ring the ehow iog made by all the counties 
in the San Jovqoia valley in a sinele footing, the in­ 
crease of taxable property from 1S70 to 1882 was 
$40,553.705. There are in the San Joaquin valley 
6,007,2 8 acres of land adapted to agricultural pur­ 
poses. The average value of this land prior to the 
railroad building could not have exceeded $5 p^r 
acre. At that valuation the aggregate value of the 
land wou?d be $30,034,480. The present a v erse 


value of the land exceeds $20 per acre, or the ag­ 
gregate valuation of about $130,000,000. Thus the 
construction of railroad lines has created values in 
real estate amounting to about $100,000,000. 


THAT THESE VALUES HAVE BEEN CONFERRED 
By the construction aud operation of railroads be­ 
comes apparent when it is considered that divested 
of such railroad communication they would at once 
return to their former valuation. These specific 
facta constitute a strong showing in favor of rail­ 
roads ; but they are reinforced by other and higher 
considerations ; the social and intellectual value of 
quick communication with tbe great center of so­ 
cial and intellectual life, and the general conveni­ 
ence and comfort of railroad communication with all 
parts of the country cannot be over estimated. The 
cost of the supplies for the people of the San Joa­ 
quin valley has beer, greatly reduced. Tho increase 
of production since tae construction of railroads 
has been very marked. The population of the San 
Joaquin valley has been increased by over 45,000 
people, more that 16,000 buildings have bee?) erect­ 
ed, villages and towns have sprung up along the line 
of the road, and generally the wealth has been en­ 
hanced anJ population greatly increased. It should 
be, and is, n j doubt, 
WELL KNOWN 
To you that fresh fruits grown in the San Joaquin 
valley and in the counties of Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino are shipped to the cities of the East and 
sold at a rato but little, if any, in excess of the mar­ 
ket price obtained for them in the cities of San 
Francisco and Sacramento. Early garde . stuff is 
trant ported from the city of Los Angeles to Kansas 
City, St. Louis aud Ch’fcago, end sold in the markets 
of those cities at a rate scarcely in excess of the re­ 
tail price of those commodities ui Los Angeles it­ 
self. The green fruit shipments from the Sacra­ 
mento and San Joaquin valleys show a constantly 
augmented tonnage, and an unlimited market is 
found for them in Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado, 
Wyoming, as well as the States anil Territories fur­ 
ther east. 
Orchard, garden and dairy products re­ 
quire quick as well as cheap transportation, and this 
requirement can be met by no other agency than 
the railroads. 
The construction cf railroads, then, has conferred 
upon the sections of country untfcr consideration 
unlimited markets for all the p ««ducts to which 
they have givu» vesj» and rapid transportation, 
and have placed the populations of these sections 
in cheap and quick commnnicatic n with all parts of 
the world. 
In all this they have conferred benefits which 
cannot be estimated.

greatest injury possible to leading indus­ 
tries in this State, in order to rise npon 
their ruins. 
Unrebuked and unanswered, 
these envious and loud mouthed wreckers 
wonld construe and preach silence to 
be 
admission. 
Mr. 
Manager 
Towne 
probably takes this view of it. 
His 
letters 
as 
published in the Bulletin— 
and one of which we present this morn­ 
ing—certainly indicate that the railway 
management has deemed it full time to 
protest, in the name of decency, against 
this wretched crusade of fanaticism and 
falsehood made upon the lawful and bene­ 
ficial industries it represents. 
W e have 
confidence that the people will examine 
into the m atter calmly, and hoar w hat the 
railway companies have to say bef are con- 
seating that California shall be bound hand 
and foot and delivered over to the tender 
mercies and unrestrained oppressions of 
Eastern transportation lines, and which 
will assuredly result if our State roads are 
so crippled as to be no longer efficient, and 
equal to the task before them.

I t is not always th at the law y er ú 
successful iu making a proposition of law 
so clear to the layman as was Attorney-

His logic ia simply 
swerable. 
I t m ast be taken as a case 
of absolute demonstration. 
There can be 
no reply made to it. 
Simply and briefly 
stated, it is exactly as the R ücord-U s io n 
put the case a month ago. 
The State 
passed an Act by its lawfully chosen law­ 
making agents. 
U ntil repealed or declared 
of no effect it was the law, as complete 
as any unimpeachable law. 
Under that 
Act, to which the State cave the weight 
and sanction of its full and unquestioned 
authority, citizm s in goad faith performed 
work for the State, for which they have 
never been paid". 
There Í3 not, and never 
was, any question as to tho value of the 
services performed. 
After the work was 
done, the Supreme Court held the Act 
to be unconstitutional, not because of any 
want of authority to pass it, says the 
Attorney-General, but because of methods 
adopted. 
These citizens now ask the State 
not to take advantage of its own error and 
repudiate its obligation, but to keep it to 
the letter. 
Unless it does so, it simply 
robs its citizens. 
There is no other or 
milder term by which to designate it. 
As 
General Marshall puts it, to refuse to pay 
these claims will establish a precedent 
which will make every cautious man hesi­ 
tate to do work under any Act of the 
Legislature until the highest Court ha3 
passed upon its complete formality and le­ 
gality. 
“ From the date of the decision 
th at a law is unconstitutional, it be­ 
comes 
a 
nullity-, 
but 
up 
to 
that time it c’aims 
obedience 
and 
affords protection.” 
A gain: “ Citizens do 
not and cannot judge—they obey, and 
while they resist law at their proper peril, 
they obey it under the impenetrable shield 
of express authority of law, or its equiva­ 
lent, legislative enactment.” 
And again : 
“ I believe no civilized society could exist 
under the construction that no rights are 
vested and no obligations incurred when 
the highest power in the State issues its 
mandate to the citizen.” 
Again says the 
chief law officer of the State : “ 1 Express 
authority,’ as mentioned in the Constitu­ 
tion, means enactment by the lawfully 
constituted Legislature, not validity of the 
law ; under any other construction people 
live and act and hold their property in 
fatal insecurity.” If these claims were 
against a private intjividual, it is by all ad 
mitted that he coaid not plead in defense 
the invalidity of the statute ; a right of 
action would obtain against him. 
How 
much more then is the State bound by the 
obligations of honor and good faith to 
recognize these claims when there is no 
right of action against her. 
We hold to 
these views in the int.'rest of simple jus­ 
tice and fair dealing, having no interest 
beyond that of seeing a large number of 
worthy citizens of the interior righted. 
The ILecop.d -U n io n points to its record on 
this m atter with pride, it having urged the 
equities of the olaimants’ case from the 
first solely on the ground of securing 
action by the State in a right direction. It 
can do, so im portant does it deem the 
principle involved, as it believes the legis 
lators will do—lay aside for the time all 
other issues in any way affecting this 
Legislature, and dispassionately consider the 
equities of these claimants, to give voico 
to the common dictates of justice in their 
behalf, that for once the legal axiom may 
be exemplified—“ tho State can do no 
wrong.” 


THE 
UNIVERSITY. 


Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 26 
proposes an amendment to the Constitution 
so as to place the Regents of the Stato Uni­ 
versity under legislative control. 
The 
organic law now constitutes the University 
a public trust, and provides that its organ­ 
ization and government are to be perpetu­ 
ally continued in form and government as 
prescribed by the organic act. 
To nuke 
the Board of Regents subject wholly to 
legislative enactments, is to convert the 
University into a political machine. 
The 
purpose of the Constitution was to perpet­ 
ually divorce it from all political entangle­ 
ments. 
T hat was wise. 
To now go back­ 
ward is to destroy the usefulness of the 
institution. 
No 
Professor of eminence 
could be found to take a chair subject to 
bp vacated at iho caprice of a political ma­ 
jority. 
No man of wealth would endow 
the University when he knew th at at a 
single legislative session the whole purpose 
and scheme of the endowment might be 
perverted or nullified. 
I t is to hoped that 
the resolution will never be heard of again. 
It was bad in its inception, bad in every line, 
and its effect wonld be destructive. 


WHY REDUCE IT? 


A siKXBEK of the Connecticut Legislature has in­ 
troduced in that body a bill requiring that every 
elector shall remove his hat when he deposits his 
vote in the ballot-box. 
You couldn’t by any manner 
of means pass such a bill in the California Legis­ 
lature.

Either

Decrease In Trr ffic Bates the Great Econ­ 
omy of the Age—Reduction in Bates 
on the Unton and Central Fac.fi:. 


[ From the Chicago Times ] 
There are now 115,000 miles of railway in the 
United States, which, reduced to fair values and 
excluding “ watered stacks,” have cost, with their 
equipment, more than 85,000,000,000. This sum is 
more than one tenth of the valne of the whole prop­ 
erty of the people of the United States, including 
private lands, and more than one-fifth of the whole 
capital which the products of lab >r have placed upon 
the land. In 1881 the railroads employed in opera­ 
ting the roads and in construction 1 ,600,000 persons, 
equal to a seventh part of the male adult popula­ 
tion of the United States. In the same year they 
paid out £150.000,000 for wages and material. These 
figures shew the 
VERY GREAT RELATIVE IMPORTANCE OF RAIL­ 
WAY PROPERTY 
In this cou^.try, and the vast demand for labor 
which its service creates. In 1881 the railroads cf 
the Uuited States moved 350,000,000 tons of freight. 
Of this tonnage more than nine-tenths was made 
up of fool, fuel and materials for shelter, commo­ 
dities in which the working people- using that term 
to distinguish the great body of the people from 
capitalists aa a class—have a common and equal 
interest as consumers. The uses and benefits of 
the railroad in moving the products of the country 
thus belong in the highest degree to the people in 
common, and not to any privileged c'.ass. 
But the 
fact does not need the proof which the classification 
of railway tonnage affords. 
The relations of the 
public with the railroads are so general, so constant, 
and so intimate that all instinctively perceive it. 
Railway transportation enters closely into all busi­ 
ness pursuits and into all the means and require­ 
ments of living. Every man’s interest and occupa­ 
tion are, more or less, directly concerned in it, 
and the prosperity of the whole people is necessarily 
and vitally bound up in this vast and omnipotent 
agency'. 
* 
THE GREAT PROGRESS AND INCREASE 
In wealth of the United States since the close of the 
war are in great measure due to the railroad. The 
watercourses of the continent, imperfect and in­ 
sufficient of themselves, also failed to be coinci­ 
dent with the convenient routes of travel and 
commerce to tho Atlantic seaports. The railroad 
alone could be the means of developing the im­ 
mense a d fertile interiors of t ¡e country. The 
increase in total exports of the United Slates from 
1S70 to 1880 was $443,000,000. Three fourths of 
this increase was contributed by the products of 
tho Western States, includ ng the Pacific coas , 
which were alinoét wholly due to the construction 
of railroads within them, and made available by 
the low cost of transportntion to the seaboard. 
The railroad was, therefore, the agent by which 
the balance of trade with the world was estab­ 
lished in our favor, thus enabling the Govern­ 
ment to restore specie payments. 
ANY MEASURE OF PROPOSED LEGISLATION 
Affecting an interest so vast and so vital ought 
to be considered only with the utmost caution 
and on the fullest information. 
Leaving out 
of 
view 
the 
fact 
that 
rights of property 
in railroads are as inviolable as those of other kinds 
of property and as fully entitled to protection by 
the laws, the spirit in which the subject of regulat­ 
ing railroads is commonly considered is a mistake 
from the standpoint of public interest. The source 
of public distrust—of this spirit of “ apnarent an­ 
tagonism which frequently and needlessly becomes 
real antagonism 
lies mainly in the multitude of 
changing and conflicting interests which constantly 
present difficult and complicated questions of tariff 
adjustment, taxing the best abilities of trained 
minds, and the reasonableness of railroad action on 
which is not understood and appreciated by the 
public. 
TEE REAL INTERESTS OF TIIE PUBLIC 
And the railroads are to be found in harmony and 
mutual prosperity. Railroad owners are well aware 
that the only permanently profitable basia upon 
which the railroads of the country can be operated 
is that which will insure, as far as practicable, even­ 
handed justice to all concerned, subject only to the 
inexorable laws of trade and finance. 
All transportation is a burden on commerce 
Its 
best development is found in the lowest possible 
cost and charge for serviceably aud effic.ently mov­ 
ing the exchanges of commerce. If the unrestricted 
operation of rai1 roads by their owners promotes 
railroad-building, and shows a marked tendency to 
re Auction m rates, while, on the other hand, legis­ 
lation cheeks railroad-building, impedes traffic devel­ 
opment, and tends to maiutaiu rates in proportion 
as it lays down definite and restrictive regulations, 
it is so far plain that the public interest is best 
served by the self government of the railroads. 
TIIE EXPERIENCE OF ALL RAILROADS 
Is that reduction in rates comes gradually but 3urely 
with increased traffic and production. The aggre­ 
gate sum saved by reduction in freight charges 
(being so much ad led to the nation’s wealth) for 
tfce period bet wee i ISCCand 1882 is largely in excess 
of the national debt at the close of the war. Ed­ 
ward Atkin9on, the well-known railroad atatisti 
cian, computates the d fference between the sum of 
the groes freight earnings on all the railroads in 
the United States in 1SS1, a9 comparedVith what it 
would have been had the i ates of 1866 and 1839 been 
charged, at $S25,000,000—$100,0C0,000 more than tho 
gum of the direct and indirect taxes imposed on the 
peop e in 1S81 for national, fctate and municipal 
revenues. 
IN CONTRAST WITH THIS GRAND SUCCESS 
Mr. Atkinson cites the utter failure of Sta*e owner­ 
ship of the railways in France, upon the testimony 
of the French Minister of Finance, Leon Say, 4‘ who 
pronounces the State system of operating railways 
in France to be an utter aiul completo failure ; the 
cost of construction to be excessive; the eervice 
poor ; the nation taxed heavily esch year to make 
up for the deficiency in earnings; and this deficien­ 
cy, which a short time ago w as small, is now annu­ 
ally increasing, because under the inefficient system 
of State management the c>st of operating the rail­ 
ways is eonstanting absorbing a larger and larger 
share of t ue gross receipts from the traffic, while 
the m-ithod ot appointment to the railway manage­ 
ment Ins become a potent cause of corruption, and 
is one of the greatest dan, era to the stability of the 
French Republic.” 
Concluding the article from 
which we quote, Mr. Atkinson says: “ The people 
of this country, who really govern it, may therefore, 
well say to those who undertake to govern it by legis­ 
lative enactments, ‘ Keep your meddlesome statutes 
out of the way of this groat force, and cease to ob­ 
struct progress by your inteifereuce.’” All attempts 
to prescribe or definitely 
REGULATE RATES BY LEGISLATION 
Have uniformly leen failures similar in kind -nota­ 
bly in Fnglar.d—and are found to introduce more 
and more greater evils than those they as ume to 
remedy. A familiar instance was the Iowa law, re­ 
pealed alter two years’ trial, which stopped railroad 
extensions in that State, retarded the growth of the 
State, and checked the natural decline in tariff rates 
"by impeding traffic development. 
In previous art:cles the Times has given the data 
of the reduction in transportation charges on the 
tiunk lines between Chicago and New York. It will 
now* be interesting to note the important reduction 
in the average rates on railways built and operated 
under the peculiar and difficult conditions which ob­ 
tain on the transcontinental lines, the Union Pacific 
and Central Pacific. 
THE FOLLOWING TABLES 
Cover the operations of the companies from 1972 to 
1881, iuclusive. 
The whole number of passengers 
and the whole number of tons of freight carried 
each year are reduced to their equivalents carried 
one mile. The mileage includes main lines, consol­ 
idated linos, l^ared lines and branches. The fi ures 
are compiled from Government docume .ts pub­ 
lished by the Department of the Iuter.or aud from 
“ Poor’s Manual of Railroads 
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Comparing the figures of 1872 with 1881 on the 
Central Pacific, t^e passeng*»- service on their lines 
—that is, passengers earned one mile—increased 
more than ICO par cent. On the other hand, the 
groes earnings from passengers increased less than 
65 per cent. H id the passenger rales of 1£72 been 
in force in 1881, the earnings from that source in the 
latter year for the same amount of service would 
have been $1,641,082 greater than they in fact were 
—a sum 3.*ve<i 10 the public by reduction in pas­ 
senger rates equal to nearly two fifths of the gross 
passenger earnings in 187*2.’ 
AGAIN, THE IN CREASE FOR THE TEN YEARS 
Tabulated, on the Central Pacific, of tons of freight 
annu illy moved one mile, was 285 per cent. But 
the gross earnings from freight increased only 112 
per cent. Had the average rate per ton.per mile in 
1872 been charged in 1881, the earnings from 
freight, iu the latter year, would have been, for the 
same amount of service, $11,045 000 greater than 
the? actually were—a su i taved to the public in 
1881 by reduction in freight rates nearly twice as 
great as the entire gross freight earnings of the com­ 
pany for the year 1S72. 
Comparing the operations of the Union Pacific for 
the given series cf years, it Í9 seen that the passen­ 
ger service on their lines—that is, passengers carried 
cne miie—increased 91 per cent. The gross earnings 
from passengers increased only 5*2 per cent. Had the 
rates per passenger p .r mile in 1872 been in force in 
1SS1, the earnings from that source in the latter 
year for the same service would have been 81,287,655 
greater than they iu fact were—a sum saved to*the 
public by reduction in passenger rates equal to 
nearly two-fit'ths of the grots passenger earnings in 
1872. 
THE INCREASE FOR THE TEN YEARS 
On the Union Pacific of tons of freight annually 
moved one mile was 340 per C2nt. 
On the other 
hand, the gross earnings from freight increased only 
226 per cent. 
Had the average rate per ton per 
mile charged in 1S72 been in fo.ee 4n 1881, the 
freight earnings in the latter year for the same 
amount of tendee would have been $5,07*2,801 more 
than they in fact were—a sum saved to the public in 
1S81 by reduction in freight 
rates considerably 
larger thari the entire grots freight earnings of the 
company iu 1872. 
It should be noted tbat the average rate on the 
Central Pacific was 1 per cent, per ton per mile 
higher than on the Union Pacific in 1872. The per­ 
centage of reduction is therefore considerably greater 
on the former than on the latter, which 
ACCOUNTS FOR THE DISPARITY 
In the gross sums of reduction in freight charges 
shown by the computation. Comparing the rates 
of 1872 with those of 1831, the joint aggregate of 
the sums saved by reduced rates computed for the 
business of both lines amounts in 1881 to $19,066,­ 
538, a sum not much less than the total earnings of 
either line for that year. The aggregate of the 
reduction on both roads for the series of nine years 
amounts to more than $75,000,000. To justly estimate 
the improved rates of traffic and travel on the Union 
ana Cen;ral Pacific, the cost of construction and of 
maintenance and operation of these long transcon­ 
tinental lines must be considered. 
A3 is well 
kuown, the average ccst per mile of construction, 
on which a proportionate interest charge is sus 
tained, is 
MUCH GREATER 
Than that of railways in general. The conditions 
of operating and maintenance are also peculiarly 
unfavorable. Fuel is high at points of delivery on 
these lines, aud has to be carried as far as 500 miles 
to the coaling stations. The water supply is also an 
expensive item, having to be conveyed in pipes from 
one to thirty miles, and on a section of the South­ 
ern Pacific has to be carried in tanks 125 miles. The 
wages of employes, except for such work as admit 
the employment of Chinese, have always been 
higher In the plainB and mountain countries than in 
the countries East. 
Machinerj’ and supplies have to 
bo brought from the East months in advance of 
their u.-e, thus entailing extra cost. The snow- 
sheds, which cost 
LARGE SUM3 OF MONEY TO BUILD, 
Are also very expensive to maintain, having to be 
guarded at all seasons with locomotives kept con­ 
stantly fired up, with fire-engine and hose attach­ 
ments, and drawing large water-cars, besides the 
necessary employment of an adequate police force 
against fire and other injury. 
There are long 
stretches oí comparatively steep grades, requiring a 
heavy additional expenditure of motor power for 
the movement of trains. Again, these roads tra 
verse wide districts of country impracticable to set­ 
tlement, which can afford no revenues from local 
business. 
When all these unfavorable conditions 
are duly considered it is a striking fact that the 
average tonnage rate of transportation on the Union 
and Central Pacific is as low as it was on the New 
York Central in 1870, and as low on the trunk lines 
we9t from Chicago so late aa 1875— lines then tra­ 
versing everywhere populous or well-settled and 
productive districts, aud comparatively inexpensive 
to operate and maintain. 
THE EXPERIENCE OF THE PEOPLE 
Living on the line of the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific as to the differential rites (unequal rites per 
ton per mili), ia not different from that on other rail 
ln esin the United States. The unyielding law cf 
trade, that, product must compete with pro luct in 
tho markets of the world, is everywhere in force. 
Differential ratrs arc enforced by inexorable trade 
laws. Aside from tho fact that the long haul in 
bulk costs less relatively, freight charges cannot be 
uniform per ton per mile, for the excessive burden 
soon reaches a limit at which the products of a 
country cannot be moved. For example : The ex­ 
port wheat crop of Nebraska, if worth $1 50 per 
bushel m New York (No. 1 red is now quoted in 
New York at $1 18), could not be moved to the sea­ 
board at the uniform rate of 1} cents per ton per 
mile, becau3? it would not bear that rate for tho 
haul, support the cost of tho exchanges, e evator 
charges, and shrinkage losses, and leave a profit to 
the producer. Similarly, if uniform rates wore the 
law of the land, the fruits of California could not be 
hauled to market. 
UNIFORM RATES, IT IS PLAIN, 
Discriminate against the producer in pr portion to 
his distance from market. Thero is another point 
of view: it is fair that busiuess terminating at 
points within the line, or local business, should bear 
the larger proportion of the burden of transporta­ 
tion. It is not inequitable that business interests 
which chiefly ow*e tiieir existence, growth, and con­ 
tinuing prosperity to tiie railroad, should bo taxed 
w ith the larger proportion of the charge for trans­ 
portation necessary to the imintcnance of the line 
and a profit on the capital invested in its construc­ 
tion. But, as has been shown, rates must favor the 
bulky export products of a country, else production 
for export ia impracticable. 
THERE 13 A WIDELY PREVALENT IMPRESSION, 
Contrary as it is to general experience, tbat rail­ 
road managers arbitrarily fix rates. The fact in gen­ 
eral is that the shipper has a greater voice in de* 
termining rates than the transporter. 
Having for 
the most part a choice of routes, lie is al ways re- 
•nforced by the law of trade which fixes the limit of 
rate at which the products of the country will prof­ 
itably bear to be removed. Herein lie the latent 
reasons why there can never be permanently op­ 
pressive monopoly by the railrovJs, and why from 
the stindpoint of public interest laws should not 
oppress railroads. Pioduction and transportation 
are so mutually dependent on each other that 
neither can be injared without corresponding hurt 
to the other. If the burden of transport a tion is 
lightened production and traffic arc stimulated. 
IF RATES ARE EXCESSIVE OR UNREASONABLE 
The growth of traffic is retarded, or a new’ lino soon 
invades the territory of the oppressor, and does the 
business at a more reasonable profit. Long lines are 
conso’idated, but consolidation promotes economy 
of management, establishes harmony cf operation, 
and guarantees responsibility to the shipper. Rail­ 
roads combine and ratably divide their earnings, 
but in the faee of combination rat.s steadily and 
surely decline and go on declining. The evils and 
inconveniences which are ground of public com­ 
plaint do not come from combination, but from 
“ wars of rates,” antagonisms and disagreements 
among the ra l roads themselves. It is doubtful if 
even here the most cautious corrective legislation 
would not do more harm than good to public inter 
ests. These evils will in time correct themselves, as 
other evils in the process cf railway evolution have 
in the past been self corrected. 
THERE REMAINS THE GENERAL OBJECTION 
To the legislative control of railroad rates, that it 
we begin with the railroads and transportation, no 
discemable stopping place can be found. Why, for 
instance, should not fuel (coal and wood), equally 
indispensable to the public, be regulated as to price 
by law ? So of lumber for shelter and buildings ? 
Control of corporate property may be most safely 
left to company ownership. The class of people 
who save up their earnings, and whom we denom­ 
inate capitalists, may be mo.e safely trusted to the 
direction and management of their property and ac­ 
cumulations than the other class, which has either 
failed to earn or failed to save, and who, although 
they may be in the majority, have not 
THE VIRTUE OF SELF-DENIAL 
Or the requisite knowledge to say how the accumu­ 
lations of their neighbors should be disposed of. 
Whenever wTe undertake by statute to take away 
the sense of enjoyment, control, and possession 
which belongs to the ownership of property to that 
extent we diminish and efface the inducements for 
savi.-’g. 
Law and order and internal improvements 
would soon disappear, and instead of our present 
prosperous civilization we should have a state of 
things resembling society in the Spanish American 
republics, where a man’s ownership is confined to 
what he can hold with his strong right arm or cover 
with a shotgun.

T H E NATl’BE OF CATAKSU. 


Among the list of chronic diseases which affect 
the human frame, Catarrh is the most prevalent,

Again,the offensive matter deposits ittelf in the nasal

OFFENSIVE R ItE A T II, 


As a natural consequence, in neailj every* case of 


Catarrh the breath is more or less tainted, but 


sometimes it is so revoltingly offensive as to ren­ 


der the sufferer an object of disgust to himself as 


well as to others.

all its irritating qualities is conveyed into the deli­ 


cate structure of the lungs, while disease germs of 
every kind may thereby readily find their way di­ 


rectly into the blood and circulation. In children 


the consequences are still more disastrous, as it re­ 


tards the development of the lungs and thereby 


stunts their growth, dulls their intellect and gives 


them a stupid appearance. It also renden them more 


liable to attacks of diphtheria and other daagerons 


throat affections, and is apt to impair their hearing. 


HE4DA.CHE3» 


Headache is a frequent ¿symptom and result of 


Catarrh.

THE LEGISLATURE. 
The Contested Election Cases—Both Houses 
Hold N ight Sessions. 
Both houses of the Leg'slature were in session a 
great many hours yesterday, thcugh not so much 
work w&3 accomplished as usual, owing to the fact 
that most of the time was given over to eloquence 
on the contested eltction cases for the scats from 
Solano. 
The Senate met at IQ a. m., Lieutenant-Governor 
Daggett in the chair. 
Whitney presented a petition from citizens and 
residents of Berkeley praying for the passage of a 
b'.ll for the protection «Í life and property from do 
•traction by explosions. He stated that the Uni­ 
versity buildings were in great danger from the ex­ 
plosion of the immense quantities of giant powder 
stored at Flemming’s Point. He also presented a 
petition from the Ladies’ Relief Society of Oakland, 
Kellogg, from the Committee on Elections, re­ 
ported back the original papers and oocuments in 
the contested election case <>f Buck vs. Dudley. 
Keating, from the Committee on Public Buildings, 
reported that the committee had made a careful in­ 
vestigation of the buildings and grounds at the 
State Insane Asylum at Stockton, and found there 
153 patients crowded into an old and dilapidated 
building, totally unfit for the purpose for which it 
is used, and in danger of destruction by fire at any 
time. There was no provision made for the in­ 
crease in the number ot inmates, which is sure to 
occur owing to the crowded condition of the asylum 
at Napa. They also found the sewerage system to 
be both an expensive and dangerous one, being 
pumped from reservoirs on the grounds and allowed 
to soak in. This has been continued so long that 
the ground can receive no more, and as a conse­ 
quence the sir is fouled to an unbearable extent. 
In accordance with the report he introduced a 
bill, drawn by the Joint Committee on Public Build­ 
ings and Grounds, appropr ating <103,000 for the 
erection of a suitable building capable of accommo­ 
dating 300 pa'.ients, and for a proper sewerage and 
water supply. 
Cronan, from the Committee on Federal Rela­ 
tions, reported back favorably S. B. 214, to autho­ 
rize the Governor of the State to reconvey to the 
Government of the United States certain lands 
granted bv the United States under the Act of Con­ 
gress of 1862 for the benefit of the Agricultural 
College. 
Lynch, from the Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation, presented three reports on S. B. 220, in 
relation to the State Board of Harbor Cormmiwion- 
era—McCarthy and Whitney, that it do not pass; 
Ryan »nd Nelson, without recommendation, and 
Lynch in favor of its passage. 
Ryan, from the Committee on Corporations, re­ 
ported back, adversely, S. B. 253, to prevent a mo­ 
nopoly of common carriers ; S. B 251, to regulate 
the charges for services performed by telegraph cor­ 
porations ; S. B. 230, to amend the Civil Code, re­ 
lating to public nuisances; and A. B. 78, in relation 
to elections held by corporations; and favorably S. 
B. 177, to regulate insurance companies; S. B. 256, 
to fix the price of gas; and S. B. 299, to prevent dis­ 
criminations bv* gas companies. 
Cronan, from the Committee on Labor and Cap­ 
ital, reported back, favorably, A B. 239, to provide 
for the establishment and support of a Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 
Bills were introduced as follows : 
By Ryan, to compel Assessors to asses3 property 
at its full cash value ; by Johnson, to amend Sec­ 
tions 22, 23 and 24 of Article XII. of the Constitu­ 
tion ; by Foster, authorizing Boards of Supervisors 
of the several counties of the State to pass ordi­ 
nances in relation to trespassing animals; by Cro­ 
nan, to regulate fire, marine and inland insurance 
companies ; to provide a remedy in certain cases; to 
iepeai Section 1861 of the Civil Code, and to regu­ 
late sailor boarding houses and ship offices and pro­ 
vide a Board of Commissioners; by V^ooman, ap­ 
propriating $25,000 for the construction and comple­ 
tion of roads and trails, and generally to improve 
and preserve the territory within the limits of Yo- 
s mite valley and Big Tree Grove ; by Keating, au­ 
thorizing the Corouer in consolidated cities and 
counties to appoint a physician to hold autop3ies; 
and by Cox, to incorporate religious soc eties. 
A message was received from the Governor trans­ 
mitting a joint memorial of the Legislature of the 
State of Nevada relating to the boundary line be­ 
tween the States, and announcing his approval of S. 
B. 10, amending the Constitution in regard to pub­ 
lic improvements. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of A. B. 1, 
relating to roads aud highways, and discussed 
various amendments thereto. Senators Kellogg, 
Vrooman, Langford, Cross, Ryan, Spencer of Napa, 
Maddox, Cox, Chandler and Frazier t x>k a deep and 
active interest in the bill and every amendment pro­ 
posed to it. 
Vrooman proposed an amendment to Section 2712, 
providing that when necessary the coat of the build­ 
ing of bridges may be paid out of the general fund 
of the county, instead of being limited to the road 
fund. He urged the amendment in strong terms, 
but it met with strenuous opposition. It was still 
under consideration, and Vrooman had the floor, 
when the Senate took a recess. 
The Senate was called to order at 2 p. m. by Presi­ 
dent pro tern. Del Valle. 
Kelly of Solano reported back fa\orably A. B. 217, 
to pay the claim of Daniel McNeil. 
Cróuan, from the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds, reported that they had visited the 
Napa Insane Asylum and found it in a crowded con­ 
dition ; but, owing to the fact that they had recom­ 
mended the passage of a bill providing for the 
erection of additional accommodations at Stockton, 
they did not deem it necessary to make any recom­ 
mendation for further accommodations at Napa. 
After considerable discussion over a report of the 
Committee on Contingent Expenses, the Senate pro­ 
ceeded to consider the speci.il order of the day- the 
consideration of the majority and minority reports 
of the Committee on Elections. 
Kellogg moved that the report of the majority of 
the Committee on Elections be adopted, which gives 
the seat to the contestant, L. W. Buck. 
McClu c moved the adoption of the report 
of the minority of the committee, consisting 
of Senator Vrooman aud himself, and upon 
that question made an eloquent ar.d stirring 
appeal to the Senate to do jueti:o and 
leave the sitting member, Dudley, in his seat. His 
argument was based entirely upon the legal aspect 
of the case, and he expected to be able to satisfy a 
majority of the Senate that Mr. Dudley had the law’ 
on his Bide. He quoted from a very large number 
of authorities in support of his position. In the 
opening of his argument he read at length the state­ 
ment of the contestant, and held that the evidence 
did not sustain the allegations in the statement. 
He argued that in order to upset the returns, even 
if intimidation was proved, it was necessary to show 
that enough votes had been cast under undue influ­ 
ence to change the result of the election, and reuil a 
number of authorities upon that subject. He said 
that Section 1112 of our Code ought to sett'e the 
question, as it carried out that doctrine. The bur­ 
den of proof, he held, was upon the contest int. 
He then proceeded to summarize the testimony 
as 
presented 
to 
the 
committee 
and 
printed for the use of the Legislature, 
quoting largely respondent’s brief. The Senate 
could not unseat Dudley unless they came to tl e 
conclusion that precincts 1 and 2 of Vallejo i hould 
be thrown out. Upon this point he cited McCrc ary 
on Elections and other authorities. He urged that 
the statement claimed one thing, and then when 
the contestant came before the committee a new 
cl%im was set up. He held that they had no right 
to go beyond the allegations charged in the state­ 
ment or complaint, because the respondent had no 
notice of the new issue. He read from 2 Brewster, 
37, and was willing to stand upon that decision. 
He read also from the same book, pages 47 and 64, 
on the same subject. But, even if it was decided to 
allow the new issue, it was the duty of the Senate 
to endeavor to puree these two polls and get at the 
sound and unsound votes, and unless it was found 
absolutely impossible to do that, thej- had no right 
to throw’ out those polls. 
The Senator continued until 4:45 v. m., when 
Kellogg, Chairman of tbe Committee on Elections, 
commenced bis argument in reply at this doubt. He 
said that if, after all the evidence had been consid­ 
ered, there was a reasonable doubt iu the minds of 
any Senators, he asked them to give the benefit of 
the doubt to tbe sitting member ; but he believed 
that an examination of the evidence would prove 
that there had been perpetrated at Vallejo one of the 
most damnable outrages ever perpetrated on the 
people of this or any other State. He took pride 
in the fact that the Democratic majority in the 
Senate had not caucused upon this question, but 
had left every Senator to vote as his conscience 
should dictate upon the merits of the case, aud after 
hearing the fullest argument. In response to the 
argument against the statement in the case he sai 1 
that it was not necessary to state all the facts. All 
that was necessary was that the complaint should 
state a cause of action. If that was done 
then 
tbe 
Court 
would hear and de­ 
termine that cause of action. The statement of the 
contestant in this case did shoxv a cause of action. 
He contended that if the poll was to be purged the 
burden of that proof was shifted to the respondent. 
He quoted from the printed evidence to show that 
there was not a free and fair ballot at Vallejo on 
the 7th ©f last November. He admitted that it bad 
been the custom in many States to use unlawful 
means to secure elections, but it was now time that 
the Senate of California should say that it should 
last no longer. Ho claimed that the evidence 
clearly proved an organized effort to intimi­ 
date the voters from the Mare Island navy yard, 
and that precincts one and tw’O ought to be thrown 
out entirely. 
Pending his argument, the Senate tock a recess 
until 7:20 p. m. 
At tbe evening session the contested election case 
of Buck vs. Dudley was taken up. Kellogg, Reddy 
and Suliivan spoke in favor of the maj iriiy report, 
and Dudley, Whitney anil McClure in favor of the 
adoption of the minority report. 
On motion of Kellogg further consideration of the 
case was made the special order for Friday morning 
immediately after the reading of the journal, and at 
11:10 p. m. the senate adjourned. 
Iu the Assembly, Coleman's concurrent resolution 
relative to the protection and preservation of the 
forests on tlie shores of Lake Tahoe, and providing 
for the appointment of a Commiss on, who shall in­ 
quire into plans to protect the same, and report to 
the Governor before the r*-eeting of the next Legis­ 
lature, was amended, on motion of Ktrrick, by in­ 
serting “ Bigler” in place of “ Tzthoe,” and then 
adopted. 
Johnston, of the Committee on County and County 
Governments, said the committee had reported back 
a 1 the bills relative to county and county govem- 
jiei.ts, with the recommendation that they do not 
pass. The committee have carefully prepared a sub- 
frtitute for tha earn*) aud recommend i:s passage. 
He therefore offered the following resolu ion : 
/ieaolced, That the passage of the bill reported by 
the Assembly Committee on Countv and Township 
Governments be declared a case of urg ncy within 
the provisions of Section 15, Article XIV*, of the 
Constitution, and that the Assembly dispense with 
reading at length the said bill on its first reading. 
Carried by a vote of 09 ayes to 1 no, Carter voting 
no.Five hundred copies of the bill were ordered 
printed, and the clerk ordered to transmit the same 
at once to the State Printer. 
On motion of Campbell, the Assembly went into 
Committee of the Whole on the appropriation bill. 
The Agricultural Department of the University of 
California was allowed $5,000, and the Vi tí cultural 
Department $1,000. 
The Stockton Insane Asylum, for its support for 
the next two years, was allowed $360,000. 
The Insane Asylum at Napa was allowed for its 
maintenance during the next two years 1385,000. 
The institution was also allowed fot painting $2,500; 
fencing, $3,000 ; barns and outbuilding-, $5,000. 
Johnson moved to amend the appropriation bill 
by adding $20,000, to be used in the erection of resi­ 
dences at Napa for the physicians m charge of the 
Asylum. 
This provoked a warm debate. 
Cutter moved that the further consideration of 
the appropriations for the Napa Insane Asylum be 
paw* d for the present. Carried. 
The committee recommended that $200,000 be ap­ 
propriated for the maintenance of the State Prison 
at San Quentin for the next two years. 
Cutter moved to amend by reducing the amount 
to $100,000. 
After recess, Mathews of San Benito, in accord­ 
ance with a notice given on Tuesday, moved to re­ 
consider the vote whereby his bill locating the 
I ounJary line between the counties of San Benito, 
Merced and Fresno was defeated. 


The bill was ordered read a third time, and passed 
by a vote of 43 ayes to 32 noes. 
Irwin moved that A. B. 46, which was passed yes­ 
terday and a notice of reconsideration given, be 
placed on the third reading file. So ordered. 
Sweetland moved, in accordance with notice given, 
to recomider tbe vote whereby A. B. 192, to prevent 
common carriers from making discriminations and 
unjust aud ex ortionate charges on the carriage of 
goods in violation of law, was passed. Carried. 
Irwin moved to place the bill on the third reading 
file. Carried. 
At 2 p. m . on motion of Campbell, the House re­ 
solved itself into Committee of the Whole, for the 
further consi .eration of the appropriation bill. 
Murdock advocated the allowing of the prison at 
San Quentin the amount recommended in the bill 
($200,000). In reply to certain insinuations against 
the pri-on management, he denounced them as 
false, and 6aid they emanated from a scurrilous ar­ 
ticle that appjarid some time since in the columns 
of the Examiner, and stated that tha article in 
question was founded ucon lies. 
Cutter’s amendment to strike out $230,000 and 
insert $lr0,f00 was carried. 
The amount recommended by the bill for the sup­ 
port of the Folsom Branch Prison for the next two 
years was reduced from $190,000 to $160,000. For 
transportation of prisoners to the State P.isons, 
$21,000 per annum. 
Townsend moved to strike out tbe $7,500 recom­ 
mended to aid the State Agricultural Society. 
Walrath moved to amend by allowing $10,000 per 
annum. 
The amendment of Townsend was lost. 
Johnston, Leverson and Townsend opposed the 
appropriation. Larue, Caminetti. Storke, Irwin, 
Cutter and Walrath favored the appropriation named 
in the bill. The debate was long, and able argu­ 
ments were advanced on both Bides. At times the 
speakers became personal in their remarks, and 
were frequently called to order. Points of order 
W€ie raised thick and fast, and appeals frcm the 
decisions of the Chair were frequently had. 
Storke 'made an appeal from the Chair, which 
provoked such an excitement that with difficulty 
the Chair could maintain order. Several members 
clamored for the floor, points of order were frequent 
aud motions to adjourn were heard from different 
quarters of the House. Storke, 
quell the dis­ 
turbance, withdrew his appeal. 
Caminetti asked what was before the Heuse, 
when the Speaker replied: “ A great deal of noise 
and confusion." 
Without taking action the committee arose and 
reported progress, and asked leave to sit again. 
Cutter moved to reconsider the vote whereby 
Hollister’s bill, commonly known as the oleomar­ 
garine bill, was passed on Tuesday. 
Hollister moved a call of the House. Lost. 
Johnston moved to lay the motion on the table. 
Carried, by a vote of 43 ayes to 23 noes. 
Tne Assembly took a recess until 7:30 p. m. 
The evening session was entirely devoted to argu­ 
ment in the contested election case of Barnes vs. 
Dozier, but no conclusion was reached. At 10:15 
p. m. the further consideration of the matter was 
jMMtponcd until 7:30 P. m. to-day, and the Assembly 
adjourned.

Ths Sieging Fund Trus­ 
tees will advance m >ney on the bonds yester­ 
day authorized by the Legislature, so there 
will be prompt use of the money. Many cases 
of extreme destitution are reported by the 
Relief Board, and in some cases the frantic 
cries of starving children for food are heart­ 
rending. The bakeries not inundated are 
worked to their utmost capacity to keep up a 
supply of bread. 
The peop'e are being moved as fist as pos­ 
sible from Hardentown. The rains will raise 
the Miami, and with the waters of the rivtrs 
a t Lawrencebnrg will prove most damaging. 
The people of the latter place received a car 
of provisions in good Bhape this morning. No 
lives have been lost. The water was six feet 
deep a t Ford’s and Connor’s Creek. The 
water rose at Lawrenceburg Junction since 
morning one inch and a half.

Louisville (Ky.), February 14th.—The 
Ohio is 41 feet 6 inches, and rising an inch 
an hour.

No boats are arriving, 
and many trains have stopped or run irregu­ 
larly. River men predict that the river will 
not scon recede. 
Water surrounds the entire 
city. The wildest estimates of the damage 
are made, but rone ere reliable. Nothing 
more is known about the loss of life. 
F rankfort (Ky.), February 14tb.—The 
Kentucky river is stationary at 34 feet. 
I t is 
now raining. 
N ew A lb a n y (Ind.), February l l t h —The 
loss by fliod here is not less than §250,000. 
No lives lo3t. Farmers along tho Ohio suffer 
greatly, many losing their entire crops.

MEN OF THE HOUR. 


SENATOR RICHARD COKE. 


The recently rc-ilec'ed ¡Senator from Texas, 
Richard Coke, was born at Williamsburg, 
Virginia, March 13, 1829. He received an 
academical education, and wa3 graduated 
from William and Mary College. After due 
preparation he was admitted to the bar. 
In 
his early professional life he removed to 
Texas, and settled at Waco. 
A t the begin­ 
ning of the civil war he entered the Confed­ 
erate army as a private soldier, from which 
ha ro3e to be a Captain. Upon the conclusion 
of peace he returned to Waco and resumed 
the practice of the law. His success as an 
attorney soon led to his promotion to the 
JudgeshÍD of the district in which he resided, 
and in 1866 he was elected to the Supreme 
Court of Texas. A t the end of a year he was 
removed by General Sheridan, who reported 
bia influence to be “ an impediment to recon­ 
struction.” Mr. Cuke then returned to the 
practice of law. In 1873 he was elected Gov­ 
ernor of Texas, and the second time in 1S76. 
He was elected a Senator of the United 
States in April. 1876. and resigned the Gov­ 
ernorship of the State in the December fol­ 
lowing. 
His seat in the Senate dates from 
March 4, 1877.
